And until 
they do, state leaders have every reason 
to be increasingly obstinate. 

GEA president, E. C. Mitcham Jr., 
and Mrs. Cicero Johnston, vice president 
of the Georgia PTA Congress, advocated 
programs of tax revaluation for the 
state. Mr. Mitcham said also the GEA 
would help boost support at the local 
level if the voters approve a constitu- 
tional amendment which would allow lo- 
cal systems to raise school tax millage 
from 15 to 20. These are worthy ob- 
jectives. 

Gov. Vandiver told the organization 
meeting of the Tax Research Council 
Tuesday that Georgia stands near the 
top (fifth) in percentage of state sup- 
port for education but third from the bot- 
tom in local support. If the two could be 
brought more in line with the national 
average, the state’s schools would be fi- 
nanced adequately. 


The GEA knows that in the past 18 
years state support has multiplied 10 
times while local effort has increased 
only about four times. From $17,500,000 
state support in 1942 the figure stands 
today at $185,500,000. 

We suggest to the GEA that it un- 
dertake a statewide campaign for greater 
local effort before sponsoring a drive for 
a massive state tax increase.

It has 
been made before, but never by a group 
that is as well qualified to make it as 
this one.

The coincidence between the 
slap administered to his views 
and the hostile reception accord- 
ed him is bound to test the mild 
adage he announced upon ar- 
riving. 

This was that “feelings and 
emotions must not be given pref- 
erence in’ politics. In this field one 
must be guided, above all, by 
common sense and must soberly 
weigh all the circumstances.”’ We 
will soon see whether the Soviet 
Premier practices what he

Boy Drunk 


On Fumes ot 
Gasoline 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I have a 5- 
year-old son who takes the cap 
off the gas tank of our car to 
smell the gasoline. He has 
been drunk several times as a 
result. Will this affect his 
health? What can we do to stop 
him. I have punished him but 
he still does it.—R. M. 


This is an odd sort of thing— 
but of all the millions of children 
in the world, thousands possess 
unusual traits. I hear my share 


‘of them, but there are lots I 


haven’t heard of before, and this 
is one. 


A casual sniff of gasoline isn’t 
going to hurt anybody. But when 
you can see signs that make you 
say the child is “drunk” from 
inhaling the fumes it is quite ob- 
vious the little fellow’s notion is 
decidedly harmful—or will be, if 
he keeps it up. What you de- 
scribe as “drunk” is what I would 
call a “toxic ‘or poisonous) re- 
action,” and it is dangerous.

from a centennial celebration 
in Brooks County. Although 
staged in the spring of 1959 
the memory lingers on. There 
have probably been unsuccess- 
ful centennial celebrations in 
some areas, but ours was tops, 
and we're not necessarily speak- 
ing of financial returns. As a 
matter of fact we cleared $400 
on the week long celebration, 
but we had planned to come out 
exactly even since it was not 
planned as a money making 
project. We wrangled more on 
how to spend the $400 than we 
did in all the months of plan- 
ning, signing notes at the bank, 
growing whiskers, planning pa- 
rades and wearing bunglesome 
calico ground-sweeping frocks. 


To have a successful centen- 
nial everyone has to get into 
the act and that’s exactly what 
happened here. To begin with, 
the little 10-member committee 
had conferences with profession- 
al centennial stagers. Before 
they divulged their plans we 
found their prices ranged from 
$24,000 to $17,000. This staggered 
us and we knew we couldn't 
raise $17,000 if we looted both 
banks and robbed the bread 
truck men. 


DO-IT-YOURSELF 


So we turned it into a do-it- 
yourself project and roped in 
talent from all sections of the 
county.

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MARINATED FISH BROIL TO A GOLDEN TURN 
Mr. and Mrs. Roderick G. Turner Place Fish on Skewer

Once every year the Roderick 


G. Turners of 3200 Roxboro 


Road, NE, entertgin all of their 
friends. 


For an exotic touch this year, 
Mrs. Turner chose a Hawaiian 
flair in the food, entertainment 
and dress. 


A fatted pig was roasted at 
the party and the tantalizing 
aroma filled the air all evening. 
The host and hostess saw to it 
that everyone had plenty to eat. 


To do this, Mrs. Turner 
divides the party into five groups 
and invites each group on a dif- 
ferent evening. As a conse- 
quence, five roasted pigs are pre- 
pared and their flavor improves 
as the parties continue. 


If you are wondering where 
you might be able to get a 
roasting pig, meat packing com- 
panies supply the aes with 
them. 


DRESSED PIG 

The pigs are dressed especial- 
ly for roasting. In some sections 
of the country the variety meats, 
such as kidneys, are left for 
flavor, but in the South this 
is not true. 


For best roasting results a 
twenty-pound pig is ideal but 
when the Turners asked for a 
small pig, they received a forty 
pounder. This would ordinarily 
feed 40 people. e 


The roasting time for a forty 
pound pig ranges from 16 to 18 
hours, therefore it is necessary 
to start the pig cooking early 
in the morning and allow it to 
continue until late in the eve- 
ning. 

Since a forty pound pig re- 
quires a great deal of season- 
ing, it seems that four pounds 
of salt, one pound of pepper and 
plenty of garlic is sufficient. 


BUILD SPIT 

When the time comes to build 
the spit and dig the six inch 
pit for the coals, the Turners 
call upon John Kinev of 2447 
Wood Acres Road, NE, to help. 


A few years ago, the Kinevs 
started a Christmas tradition 
in Minneapolis. Every year they 
would prepare a roasted pig 
and each year the guest list 
would increase as each guest 
was allowed to invite a friend. 


Although this couple has never 
been to Hawaii to see a luau 


with a roasted pig, they have 
the right idea for cooking one. 


MANUAL SPIT 


Kinev constructed a spit that 
required manual turning. “I 
have prepared them with a 
motor,” he explained, ‘and 
there is less chance of the pig 
burning on a motorized spit, but 
this type makes a wonderful 
family affair since the children 
get to turn, also.” 


Perhaps the party’s success is 
due to Mrs. Turner’s experi« 
ences in Hawaii with her par- 
ents several years ago. ““The na- 
tives cut the meat into chunks 
and eat it with their hands,” 
she laughed, “but we'll use 
knives and forks.” 


You can depend upon a wide 
variety of fresh fruits and fish 
to be served at a Hawaiian luau, 
so Mrs. Turner prepared the fish 
and instead of the fresh fruit, 
she attempted baked yams, a 
favorite of Hawaii. 


FISH NETTING 


Tables were covered with fish 
netting and lovely arrangements 
of flowers. Sarongs, bright shirts 
and leis made a colorful back- 
ground for the party. 


While the pig was roasting, 
skewers threaded with fish on 
a motorized grill revolved 
around a charcoal filled basket. 
Before cooking the fish, Mrs. 
Turner marinated them in gar- 
lic butter for four hours, then 
cooked them until a golden turn.

HERE IS THE RECIPE for the German Chocolate Cake cooked 
in a tube pan as requested by Mrs. Hazel Steadham of Rome, Ga. 


GERMAN CHOCOLATE CAKE 

1 pkg. (% 1b.) sweet cooking chocolate 
2% cups cake flour 

\% tsp. salt 

2 tsps. double-acting baking powder 

1 cup butter or margarine 
1% cups sugar 

4 egg yolks, unbeaten 

1 tsp. vanilla 

1 cup milk 

1 cup finely chopped filberts or pecans 

4 egg whites” 


Melt chocolate over hot water, then cool. Combine sifted flour, 
baking powder and salt and sift again. Cream butter and sugar 
until light and fluffy. Add egg yolks, one at a time, beating well 
after each. Blend in melted chocolate and vanilla. Add flour 
mixture alternately with milk, beginning and ending with flour 
mixture. Blend in nuts. Beat egg whites until stiff peaks will 
form and fold into batter. Pour into a well-greased-and-floured 
10-inch tube pan or a 13x9x2-inch pan. Bake in a moderate oven 
at 350 degrees F. for 1 hour and 15 minutes to 1 hour and 20 
minutes for 10-inch tube pan, or 50 to 55 minutes for 13x9x2-inch 
pan.
